in a discussion of these new airectives at the end of Jamary, Boris 
xvraigher, in a meeting with the top activisis, set forth a new theory 
for the break between the Soviet Union and Titots Yugoslavia. Amon¢g 
other things ne sald: 


“One of the main reasons that the Cominform launched the wave 
of wost diaguating oriticiem against Tite's Yugoslavia is, 
without a doubt, our Five Year Plan. The experience of +he 
last three years plainly shows that-our country will succeed 
only if it is completely independent economically. That in to 
say, if we establish cur own ‘economic sutonomy!. During the 
last three years we found that, in order to conform to existing 
trade agreenents, wa had to export our raw materials to the East 
at ridiculously low prices. At the same time, we had to pay 
high »vrices for the products inported from the Kast. This un- 
ratural situation would necessarily bring us to a complete 

 aconomic and political dependence on the Resp. In the past, our 
foreim policy was, in uany instances, in keeping with the policy 
of the Fast. Herever, situations arose in which this ‘directed 
Rastern policy! worked plainiy against the interests of our 


country . 


"The aim of our Five Year Plan, thereby, becomes very clear - 
Teconomie autenomvi, Yusoslavia, by establishing ite Five Year 
Plan, hae placed iteel¥ in such a position that its future 
econanie structure mist ba of the agrarianindustrieal form. 

The industrial sector visualizes the production of ail in- 

custrial needs from the amallest precision instrument up te 
duzurlous personal automobiles. This includes water and steam 
turbines. generators, radio apparatus, accessories for airplane 
motors, optical instruswents, armamente, materials for construction 
of mecehant and war ships. In short, everything which we would 
othemvise Have to import from abroad. At the same time we hava not 
overlocted comunications, transportation media and all aida which 
will raise the standard of our paopie in the future to the level 

of our civilization. 


"This Five Year Plan has destroyed all calcuiations of the East. 
“hich had hoped to take our basic necessities of life and raw 
waterials, and in twmn sell us their products at high prices.
